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HEROES BELONG TO ROMULUS

The clock was stopped at 8:46 
when the firemen arrived at the station 
on Middlebelt just south of Ecorse 
Road. There was no electricity be- 
cause of the plane crash at Middlebelt 
and Wick. There was no electricity 
anywhere in that area. 

No one knew at this point just ex- 
actly what had happened except that 
there had been acrash. !t was expect- 
ed to be bad, but not as bad as it prov- 
ed to be. 

It took a few minutes for the fire- 
men to get to the station, but they all 
lived close by, so they would be the 
first to respond to the accident. Volun- 
teers all, they approached the station 
with much apprehension. Get the 
- doors open, fire up 302, jump into your 
clothes and get there as quickly as 
possible. A sort of routine fire call in 
every respect except one. There were 
154 lives at stake in this one and 
maybe more. 

No one knew when the call came 
in that the city of Romulus would, in 
the next few minutes, produce three 
heroes that the national media would 
overlook. Not just the national news 
media, but our own local news and 
television media. 

Hero is a pretty strong word. A 
hero is a pretty strong person and in 
most cases becomes a hero without 
knowing it. In most cases they be- 
come heroes, without regard to their 
own life, to save someone else. 

And so it is with three young men 
from Romulus. One in his early thir- 
ties, one in his middle thirties, and 
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One in his very early twenties. Dan, 
Ron and John respectively. Their last 
names will be mentioned later. 

After getting 302 on the road, they 
approached I-94 and Middlebelt. The 
first thing they came upon was the 
cockpit of the plane and the wreckage 
of a Jimmy 4x4 truck. They immedt- 
ately set up 302 which is the aerial 
truck and started putting out small 
fires. 


Fireman Dan Kish was the first to 
hear amoan coming from apart of the 
wreckage while looking for Survivors. 
Just a moaning sound. Dan told John 
Theide to see what it was while he 
looked for more Survivors which prov- 
ed to be futile. 


Hoy/gOnnmenoral peside Engine 302 - first on the scene 
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John immediately started pulling 
away parts of the plane that surround- 
ed the area where the moaning was 
coming from. He came across aman’s 
body lying near one of the seats, look- 
ed to see if he was alive, but he wasn’t 
so he continued pulling debris from 
around other seats to find where the 
moaning was. “It was really frustrat- 
ing,’ said John. 


When he finally reached the little 
girl, John found her to still be strap- 
ped in the seat with a body under her 
(assumed to be her mother) and the 
seat on top of her. He finally got her 
out of the seat and called for Roy. Roy, 





being an Emergency Medical Techni- 
cian, immediately diagnosed what 
was wrong with her which later proved 
to be an accurate diagnosis acco: 
ding to the hospital reports. They im- 
mediately got hold of the Taylor Am- 
bulance crew that eventually took the 
girl to the hospital. 

You see things like this, or similar 
to this all the time if you are a firemen 
or policeman, but how does some- 
thing like this particular accident 
leave you mentally? “The whole thing 
will stay with me forever,” said Roy 
Brindamour. “Most of their faces 
were charred or completely gone. On- 
ly God knows why she is still here, it’s 
just God’s will that she’s here”. 

| asked young John Thiede what 
he felt when he first saw the bodies. 
“The kind of look ... the anguish on 
their faces, you kinda know what they 
went through”. 

All the rest is history now. The 
fatal day of August 16, 1987 when 
flight 255 crashed killing all aboard 
except one little girl. One little girl that 
three Romulus Firemen can proudly 
say, they saved her life. Three 
Romulus firemen who rescued a little 
girl can be very proud but, so can the 
other three that we did not mention in 
this article because they were not 
there to be interviewed. Three other 
firemen, James Murphy, Keith 
DeBruhl and Henry Barnes can be 
equally proud and you can be equally 
proud of them because while Roy, 
John and Dan were in the process of 
saving little four year old Cecilia 
Cichan, James, Keith, and Henry were

The parking area needs to be paved 
and several other things are not up to 
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Do to the crash of Flight 255, there 
are alot of people in Romulus and sur- 
rounding areas that might have some 
problems dealing with the aftermath 
of such devastation. 

The fire, the odors, the bodies they 
have seen torn to shreds, it is all hard 
for some people to live with. And 
rightfully so. Therefore, there has 
been anight set aside for those of you 
who are having problems dealing with 
this tragedy. 

_.ne night to TALK is slated for 
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code. However, Dave Paul, the build- 
ing and safety inspector for Romulus, 
and Fire Chief Greenslait have recom- 
mended the transfer of license be ap- 
proved. Some of the Council members 
are unhappy about approving the 
transfer, and if some of them have 
their way, it will not be approved. 

The new owners have indicated 
they will bring the building up to code, 
but must be assured of the liquor 
transfer before investing the money to 
do so. On the other hand, some of the 
Council members think the improve- 
ments should be made before the 
transfer. Some members of the Coun- 
cil are afraid that once permits are 
issued, and promises are made, pro- 
mises won’t be kept and the corner 
will remain in the same condition it is 
presently in.

lowed one Survivor a chance to live. | 
want to recognize the city people who 
had responsibilities under our Emer- 
gency Response Plan and who carried 
out their duties efficiently.

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Out thanks to Rev. J.D. Landis and 
those who made themselves available 
to counsel with family members. 
Thanks to all who understood their 
roles because they had participated in 
the emergency management drills 
with us and who became part of the 
solution rather than part of the pro- 
blem, and thanks to all of you who 
didn’t call or try to get to the scene. 

Although Romulus didn’t seek 
credit for its involvement, we were the 
first responders and the agency that 
initiated actions to control the scene; 
we interacted with the County Emer- 
gency Management people through- 
out the night, and most of us made it 
to work in behalf of the city on Mon- 
day morning. That’s teamwork and 
that’s what it takes in an emergency 
as well as the day to day operation of 
the city. | am proud of all those who 
gave that cooperation and am acutely 
aware of the vital need to have that 
kind of cooperation in the future. 

Speaking of the future, we will 
have a station with published num- 
bers established where information 
can be disseminated without tying up 
the police lines. We will have a place 
designated for Council members to 
assemble so that they do not en- 
danger themselves and others by go- 
ing to the scene. We will have im- 
mediate access to information and 
direction from a central location so 
that we can mobilize our response 
teams even more efficiently; we will 
utilize cable to reach our citizens and 
we will have learned valuable lessons 
from this terrible occurance that will 
prepare us for the future. 

| have received many, many com- 
pliments from other mayors about the 
conduct of most of our people; our 
police and fire departments conduct- 
ed themselves professionally on the 
scene winning the admiration of all 
those there. Congratulations to them 
for a job well done. 

And, congratulations to all our citi- 
zens who remained calm and reason- 
able. The most welcome words of that 
awful night were those that informed 
me that none of our residential areas 
were struck. 

As | look to the future, | assure you 
that | will redouble my efforts to in- 
sure that increased safety at the 
Metro Airport is the prime objective 
and | will demand in behalf of all of us 
who share our lives with the constant 
threat of disaster, that the Federal 
Government live up to its responsibili- 
ty to ensure the safety and welfare of 
those who live on the ground around 
the airports, as well as those who fly.

As a salesman he is beyond re- 
proach.

Ron Brugger, the owner of Romu- 
lus Auto Parts and Romulus Video, 
does not have what he has today from 
being lazy.

parts store that was available in Rom- 
ulus. “| came out to look at the town 
and liked what | saw, and | could afford 
to buy the business, so that’s how the 
auto-parts store came about,’ Brugger 
said. 

He opened the store in 1982, and 
then purchased another piece of prop- 
erty in the hopes of expanding some- 
time in the future. He leased this new 
property for a few years, but, as do 
many landlords, he had a few prob- 
lems. He decided he didn’t want to 
lease his property anymore. 

He opened the video shop in the 
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west end of the building, the smallest 
part. Within six months, he needed to 
remodel the east end of it so that he 
could expand. He renovated not just 
the inside of the building, but the out- 
side as well. It was not an easy job, nor 
was it inexpensive. The remodeling 
alone cost him a small fortune, but he 
was determined to have. the largest 
video shop in the area. 


He had aquired over 100 films be- 
fore he left the smaller section of the 
building, and had built a membership 
of about five or six hundred people. 
Needless to say, 100 films would not 
satisfy that many members. He was 
growing, and growing fast. Soon, he 
had U.P.S. delivering new films every 
day of the week. “It’s been prospering 
ever since | opened it, and it’s because 
of the people. The people in Romulus 
are just great,’ said Ron. 


Now his tanning shop, Romulus 
Tanning Salon, is opening in the same 
building as Romulus Video. It is kind of 
ironic that the tanning salon is going to 
be in the same part of the building in 
which he first opened the video store. 


Even now, before he has opened, 
he has people calling from as far away 
as Ann Arbor, wanting to join. If he 
has the same kind of acceptance as 
he did with the video store, he soon will 
be looking for more property. Looking? 
He has found it already. If his busi- 
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nesses continue at their present rate 
of growth, somewhere down the road, 
in five years or so, you might see a 
new center sprout up in downtown 
Romulus — “Bruggerville’? 


Don’t be too surprised when big- 
ger and better things happen to Ron 
Brugger and his own little world. He 
now employs over 15 people, some of 
whom have been with him for many 
years. Most are from Romulus, espe- 
Cially his part-time people. 

Ron Brugger is also a member of 
the Downtown Development Commit- 
tee, and foresees great things hap- 
pening for our downtown area. 

He feels that there should be more 
parking available for Romulus shop- 
pers, and | am sure that no one disa- 
grees with that. But, he is also quick to 
add, we have to find a way to finance 
this ‘better parking’ project. 

| have been noticing these promi- 
nent people in Romulus — you know, 
the ones that are very successful. One 
thing that they seem to have in com- 
mon is the ability to work — | have 
seen every one of them doing things 
like Sweeping sidewalks, stocking 
shelves, running vacuum cleaners and 
washing windows. 


Now, I’m not lazy by any means. 
SO would somebody please bring me 
a broom, vacuum cleaner, some cans 
of food, and a window squeegee?

The Program is easy to un- 
derstand and can help you with many 
needed repairs around your home. 
Numerous Romulus citizens, includ- 
ing many older adults, have been 
helped by the City’s Housing Rehabili- 
tation Program. The purpose of the 
Program is to improve and upgrade 
the housing in Romulus and to make 
homes decent, safe and sanitary. 
Eligibility 

To qualify for the Program, the fol- 
lowing guidelines must be met: 

e Bethe owner and occupant of your 
single-family home. 

e The home must be in the City of 
Romulus. 

e You must also meet the income 
guidelines listed below. In other 
words, your income cannot be 
more than that listed here (de- 
pending on your household size).

Bills Remove Remarriage Penalty 


sometimes features of acts that 
may help people go unnoticed. 

For example, a group of bills that 
were signed into law last year remove 
any penalty for remarriage of a Surviv- 
ing spouse of a retirant who had been 
collecting retirement benefits. 

The bills removed the penalty from 
state employees’, fire and police, 
judges’ and municipal employees’ re- 
tirement acts. In brief, they provide 
that a Surviving Spouse who remarries 
can still collect retirement benefits 
s/he was receiving before the remar- 
riage. This has the effect of removing 
any disincentive to the decision to re- 
marry so that survivors won't be penal- 
ized for making a decision that should 
not be affected by matters of finance. 

In essence, the spouse of a de- 
ceased retirant should be able to keep 
whatever income s/he had before the 
remarriage. A retirement benefit award 
shouldn’t depend on the decision to 
remarry; the benefit should respond 
only to the significant contribution of 
service that many public employees 
make. 

However, a spouse whose benefits 
were ended before the acts passed 
must make a written application with 
the respective retirement board. Some 
spouses are not aware of this oppor- 
tunity and fail to apply after they’ve re- 
married and later had their benefits cut 
off. If you or a friend you know is in this 
situation, contact the retirement board 
for the system in which the deceased 
belonged to. 

Medicare Supplement Insurance — 
Medigap 


If you are covered by Medicare 
and are considering purchasing a 


‘medigap’ policy, be aware! 

A June 1986 federal subcommittee 
report indicated many horror stories 
about strong-arm tactics used to sell 
‘medigap’ policies. 

About 75% of all Americans over 
65 buy these policies to cover the ‘gap’ 
between Medicare benefits and actual 
health care cost. Medicare supplement 
insurance provides benefits to help 
pay what Medicare does not cover. 
However, the amount or type of cover- 
age may vary from policy to policy, so 
read them carefully and ask questions 
if the information is unclear to you. 
There are few, if any, policies that will 
cover a// of your medical expenses. 

Medicare supplement policies are 
sold only by private insurance compa- 
nies, including various health mainte- 
nance organizations (HMOs) and Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield of Michigan 
(BCBSM). Sellers of Medicare supple- 
ment policies are not connected with 
the federal government or the Medi- 
care program. To help you in buying 
Medicare supplement insurance, in- 
Surance companies should supply you 
with a pamphlet: “Guide to Health In- 
Surance for People With Medicare.’ 
This pamphlet is also available from 
your local Social Security office. 
Some Tips to Remember 
e Find out if you are enrolled in both 

Part A and Part B of Medicare. 

Everyone eligible for Medicare is 

automatically enrolled in Part A. 

However, Part B is voluntary and 

you must pay a premium for this 

coverage. Consider enrolling in 

Part B coverage before purchasing 

any other types of supplemental 

insurance. 

e Buy only one good Medicare sup- 
plement policy. It is better to buy 
the most complete policy you can 
afford than to buy several that are 
less complete. Buying duplicate 
policies is costly and unnecessary. 

e Medicare supplement policies are 
not necessary for people who are 
eligible for Medicaid. The combi- 
nation of Medicare and Medicaid 
pays nearly all essential medical 
costs. 


e Be cautious when evaluating ad-— 


vertisements used on television, 
radio, in physicians’ offices and in 
the mail. If you have a problem or 
need information about a compa- 
ny, contact the Insurance Bureau’s 
Consumer Assistance Division at 
(517) 373-0240. 

e If you decide to use an agent to 
buy a policy, find a good local 
agent to help you buy the right 
policy and to help you with claims 
and questions. 

e Although the insurance you now 
have may be limited, be careful 
about replacing it with new poli- 
cies. You will have a new waiting 
period and exclusions for pre- 
existing conditions. This’ could 
leave you without coverage when 
you need it. 

e Talk with your doctor in advance 
about necessary ‘assignments.’ 

e Keep your policy in a safe place. 
Choose someone in advance to 
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handle your affairs in case of ill-. 
ness and let them know where you 
Keep your policy. 


Potassium Power

An apple a day may not keep the 
doctor away, but a banana a day just 
might. The secret: potassium. An extra 
helping of potassium-rich food — 
such as bananas — may protect you 
against stroke, the nation’s third lead- 
ing cause of death. 

Scientists at the University of Cali- 
fornia, San Diego, studied 859 adults 
for 12 years. Those with plenty of 
potassium in their diets — more than 
2,613 milligrams (mg) a day for women 
and 2,964 mg a day for men — were 40 
percent less likely to suffer a fatal 
stroke. A stroke occurs when a blood 
vessel carrying life-sustaining oxygen 
to your brain either bursts or is blocked 
by a blood clot. When brain cells are 
deprived of oxygen, they stop func- 
tioning. 

In their report in the New England 
Journal of Medicine, the researchers 
speculate that potassium enables your 
brain to survive this lack of oxygen 
longer, lessening the severity of the 
stroke. They caution, however, that stil! 
more studies need to be done. Get all 
the potassium you need by eating 
plenty of fruits and vegetables.

Still looking for someone to advise 
you on whether or not what you have 
is antique, collectable, worth keeping, 
or just plain junk? 

Auctions, flea markets and yard 
sales are not the places to go for the 
information you seek. You are apt to be 
mislead or misinformed, more often 
than not, if you choose this route. 
What you will find are many so called 
‘experts, willing to tell you exactly 
what you want to hear if they are sell- 
ing, and not much if you are selling or 
need an appraisal. 

Let’s talk about auction houses 
and auctioneers. Generally, auction- 
eers are able to tell you what their par- 
ticular clientel will bid for an item over 
the auction block, but not the actual 
value, which deals with age, condi- 
tion, Origin, availability and demand. 
A written appraisal is not what auc- 
tioneers care to spend their time talk- 
ing to you about because they are not 
bona fide appraisers. 

An auctioneer’s main interest lies 
in the answer to: “Are you selling?” 
“How much do you want for what you 
have?” “How about letting me run your 
items through my auction on a per- 
centage basis?” and, of course, talk- 
ing you into attending his next sched- 
uled auction as a buyer for what he 
has to sell. 

Now, if you can find an honest ap- 
praisal in that line of conversation... 
you are lucky. My guess is that you 
won't if you are at a general auction 
house, because that type of auctioneer 
is apercentage seller, not an appraiser. 

Reputable antique aalleries that 


hold auctions do have bona fide an- 
tique appraisers on staff that will give 
appraisals on location or at their gal- 
lery for a fee. Appraisal fees vary, so 
ask first if the item is worth the written 
(not oral) appraisal you will need for 
insurance purposes, the IRS, or a per- 
sonal ledger. 

Experience and reputation are the 
main criteria when selecting an ap- 
praiser. Museums, which receive most 
of their collections as gifts, are agood 
place to go for a recommendation, or 
see someone who has been in busi- 
ness a long time and has seen and 
handled a lot of items and is success- 
ful in the business. 

Antique shops and resale shops 
dealing in antiques are also recom- 
mended, but never the general auc- 
tion or general auctioneer. Remember 

. auctioneers are sellers, not ap- 
praisers, and you are the uninformed 
at their mercy. So, beware! 

| say “beware” because that 
charming, fast-talking or sing-song 
auctioneer Knows what he/she can 
sell your items for, and knows that 
you don’t — otherwise, why are you 
asking what the worth is? 

If you enjoy auctions, go with your 
eyes wide open, and armed with the 
knowledge that you are there for your 
gain — not theirs. Always guard your- 
self against believing all the auction- 
eer tells you because, if you don’t, you 
might be paying a tall price for what 
you are buying from them, and selling 
yourself very short to them. Either 
way, you lose, unless you use the auc- 
tion as a guide to what the public is 
willing to pay for items that are similar 
to what you need an appraisal on.

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HERE’S TO YOUR HEALTH

Obesity represents one of the two 
most signigicant health problems in 
the United States. It is associated 
with the major causes of premature 
death and disability in our society. 

Obesity is the primary factor in the 
development of: adult diabetes, kid- 
ney disease, menstral disorder, repro- 
ductive problems, heart failure, arthri- 
tis, gout, hypertension, back pain and 
other musculoskeletal disorders. There 
is astrong association between obes- 
ity and uterine cancer, atherosclerosis 
(clogged arteries), gall bladder dis- 
ease, strokes, myocardial infarcts 


(heart attacks), and premature death. 


In addition obese people have signifi- 
cant psychological problems because 
of society’s emphasis on the concept 
that “thin is beautiful!” It is estimated 
that 40 million Americans are obese or 
20% over their ideal body weight. 

Obesity is caused by eating more 
calories than are burned up by the 
body. It is as simple as the following 
equation: Calorie intake = Energy 
output + energy storage. 

If calorie intake is greater than 
energy output weight is gained. If cal- 
orie intake is less than energy output 
weight is lost. Twelve calories are re- 
quired for each pound of weight we car- 
ry each day. That means a 100 pound 
adult burns 1200 calories per day. A 
200 pound adult burns 2400 calories 
per day. A pound of subcutaneous fat 
contains 3500 calories. For example: 
a 200 pound lady wants to weigh 150 
pounds. 200 pounds x 12 calories per 
pound per day = 2400 calories per 
day to continue to weigh 200 pounds. 
2400 calories minus 1000 calories per 
day on a diet is equal to 1400 lost 
calories per day. The lady wants to 
lose 50 pounds: 50 Ibs. x 3500 
calories per pound of fat = 175,000 
total calories to be lost. 1400 calories 
to be lost per day = 125 days of 
dieting. 

The problem is slightly more com- 
plex than the above example. As the 
patient loses weight to 150 Ibs. she 
will have less calories as she becomes 
smaller. AS she approaches 150 Ibs. 
her calorie requirements will ap- 
proach 1800 calories per day. She will 
lose less weight per day as she be- 
comes smaller. 

The amount of calories required to 
carry a pound of weight a day varies 
depending on many factors including 
activity level. The patient may be 
sedentary or very active. The patient 
may have an unusual metabolic rate 
and require more or less calories. 
However, extreme variations because 
of metabolic rate are extremely rare 
(less than 1%). Most patients who 
keep an accurate record of what they 
eat find their caloric intake is very 


close to 12 calories per pound per day. © 


If they weigh 200 Ibs. they take in 
close to 2400 calories. 

The easiest way to determine ap- 
propriate ideal body weights is to 
refer to the attached chart at the bot- 
tom of the article. 

If the patient eats less than 1/3 of 
his ideal body weight x 1200 calories 
per day the body reduces its 
metabolic rate by 500 — 600 calories. 
This means that fasting is ineffective 
because the fasting body burns much 
less calories than a body with a more 
reasonable diet. The dieting patient 
would be better off taking in 500 — 
600 calories per day than fasting. 
Also, extremely low calorie diets can 
be dangerous. 

What should a person do to lose 
weight? They should first consult with 
a physician. No one should undertake 
a drastic diet that markedly changes 
their food consumption or eating hab- 
its without first consulting a doctor. 
The goal of dieting should be a lower 
weight for the rest of your life. This re- 
quires a change in eating and exer- 
cise habits that persist through time. 
Weight reduction programs should in- 
clude a diet plan, a behavior modifica- 


tion approach and increased level of - 


exercise. 

The patient should be placed ona 
diet by their physician. They should al- 
SO Carry a small calorie counter and 
notebook with them everywhere. Every- 
thing they eat should be logged with 
the number of calories and pounds rep- 
resented. Then the patient should ask 
themselves if the moment of eating 
pleasure was worth carrying the in- 
volved weight for the rest of their life. 

Exercise is valuable for several 
reasons. Although exercise burns 
very few extra calories over a long 
period of time this tends to add up. An 
additional 100 calories of exercise 
burned a day represents approximate- 
ly a pound of lost weight a month. 
Those people who are active eat less 
than people who are sedentary. Exer- 
cise causes the release of endomor- 
phin into the blood stream. This 
Causes a euphoria or happiness. Hap- 
py people eat less. 

Behavior modification is a con- 
scious effort to change eating and ex- 
ercise habits. It takes 6 — 8 weeks to 
develop a new habit. Here are a few 
practical tips: 


1. Always drink a glass of water 
before eating. | 

2. Always calculate the calories and 
weight you will have to carry for the 
rest of your life before eating any- 
thing. This gets easier with time and 
takes less time and thought. The 
water and calculations help avoid im- 
pulse eating. 
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your house. 

4. Chew your food slowly — enjoy it. 
5. Put your knife, fork or spoon down 
between bites. 

6. Don’t put food in your mouth until 
is is empty. 

7. Don’t prepare more than one bite at 
a time on your plate. 

It has been discovered that people are 
hungry for a period of time for about 
20 minutes. The above mechanisms 
slow down your eating and reduce the 
amount you eat within that 20 
minutes. You are every bit as satisfied 
if you eat lightly for 20 minutes as if 
you stuffed yourself for 20 minutes. 
8. Don’t eat when you are emotionally 
upset. 

9. Visualize yourself getting smaller. 
Imagine yourself getting into smaller 
pants or a smaller size dress. 

In Summary weight control is im- 
portant to your health. It is a life long 
struggle that must be dealt with every- 
day for the rest of your life. If you win 
the struggle your life will be longer 
and more satisfying. Let me remind 
you that although it is important to 
diet it is not wise to diet without con- 
Sulting your physician.

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How Strains and Sprains Differ. 
What To Do 


by Dr. Jeffrey A. August 


Sprains are a stretching or tearing 
of ligaments, the firm supporting tis- 
sues in a joint. By contrast, strains are 
injuries to muscle and tendon. Tendon 
is the tissue which connects muscle 
to bone or muscle to ligaments. 

There are three degrees of 
seriousness for both strains and 
sprains: 1) simple stretch, 2) partial 
tear, 3) complete tear. While it is im- 
portant to keep in mind that different 
tissue is affected, neither a strain nor 
a sprain can be repaired with surgery. 
This is why we urge patients not to 
take strains and sprains lightly. 

If you think you have a strain or 
sprain, the best thing to do is to get 
weight off the injured joint, elevate it 
and apply ice. An easy way to remem- 
ber is “ICE” — ice, compression and 
elevation. Then have the injury proper- 
ly diagnosed and treated. A strain or 
sprain of moderate seriousness is 
usually immobilized until acute pain 
and inflammation have passed. There- 
after, with either injury, rehabilitative 
exercises are very important for re- 
gaining flexibility and building ©

The application for a no charge 
permit for an old fashioned revival 
meeting barely passed the Council 
August 24. 

It seemed that the application was 
for a two week tent revival to be held 
by Pastor Howell Kelly, head of the 
Assembly of God Church in Romulus. 
The revival is to be held at the curve 
where Hunt and Goddard meet, across 
from the post office. Fire Chief 
Greenslait was concerned about the 
wiring lying on the ground and across 
the tent, afraid someone would, or 
could, get seriously hurt. Councilman 
Baumann made the remark, ‘‘Person- 
ally, | think atent pitched in the middle 
of town looks like hell!”’. On the other 
hand, Councilman Pennington said it 
was not unususal for an old time tent 
revival to last up to four weeks, and he 
sees nothing wrong with it. Another 
member said they had been by the last 


tent revival, and with the few people 
that were there, could see no harm in 
the revival taking place. Councilmen 
Baumann and Block voted no, the rest 
of the members voted yes. The appli- 
cation for the permit was approved.

Alice Stratton from the Oakbrook 
subdivision presented a complaint to 
the City council August 24 that we can 
all relate to.

She said it has gotten to a point where 
you can’t talk in your own house if 
there is a plane going overhead, and it 
seems the planes are flying lower 
since the crash. 

It may be that the planes are not

flying any lower, but the residents are 
more aware of the planes taking off 
and landing now due to the crash. 

Does she have a real concern? 
The City Council and Mayor McAnally 
seem to think so. They are so concern- 
ed that there is to be a letter drafted to 
be sent to the FAA requesting their 
appearance at the City Council 
chambers. How much good that will 
do, no one knows:
